rity or without properly handing over such 
train , rail - car or rolling -stock to another autho 
rised railway servant, he shall be punishable 
with imprisonment for a term which may ex 
tend to two years , or with fine which may ex 
tend to five hundred rupees , or with both .” . 

100B . Obstructing running of train , etc. - If
